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REMARKS

In the January 17, 2003 Office 
Action, the Examiner has rejected claims 15-1 ft, 21-24 and 26-28. After entry of 
the preceding amendments, claims 15-19, 21-24 and 26-27 remain pending in 
the application. Consideration and allowance of all pending claims 15-19, 21-24 
and 26-27 is earnestly requested.

Claims 15, 17, 19, 21, 22, 24, 27 and 28 have been rejected as purportedly 
anticipated by Hogan etal. (WO 97/18226). The anticipatory rejection of claims 
15, 17, 19, 21, 22, 24, 27 and 28 has been rendered moot in view of Applicants' 
instant response and amendment Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request 
withdrawal of the §1 02(b) rejection of claims 15, 17, 19, 21, 22, 24 and 27 with 
entry of the instant Amendment.

Claims 15-17, 19, 21-22, 24 and 2628 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§103(a) as being purportedly unpatentable over Hogan et ah in view of Beattie 
{US Patent No. 5,843,767). The obviousness rejection of claims 15-17, 13, 21- 
22, 24 and 26-28 has been rendered moot in view of Applicants* instant response 
and amendment. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the 
§1 03{a) rejection of claims 15-17, 19, 21-22, 24 and 26-27 with entry of the 
instant Amendment. 



Claims 18 and 23 have been rejected under 35 US,C. §103(a) as being 
purportedly unpatentable over Hogan et at. and Beattie in further view of 
Drmanac et aL The obviousness rejection of claims 18 and 23 has been 
rendered muuL in view uf Applicants' instant response and amendment. 
Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the §1 03(a) rejection of 
claims 18 and 23 with entry of the instant Amendment. 
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Claims 15-19, 21-24 and 26-27 are pending in the application. Consideration of 
the previously pending claims and allowance of all claims 15-19, 21-24 and 26-27 
is earnestly requested.

Applicants' failure to affirmatively raise specific arguments is not 
intended to b6 construed as an admission to any particular point raised by the 
Examiner.
